Before this or any cream is applied

At the expiration of that time 
the cream may be lightly wiped oft 
and a lotion made from a pint of high 
proof alcohol to an ounce of tincture of 
benzoin applied.

Inquiries Pour In, 


Inquiries began pouring in from nil 


the surrounding towns which had felt 
the explosion and believed that a seri- 
ous disaster had occurred.

Would Have States Rescind 


Laws and Replace With 


Federal Act. 


Indianapolis. Ind., May 13.—Presid- 


ing at a me«tlng yesterday, 
out of 


which grew the Indiana. Council of the 
National Civic Federation, Governor 
Marshall declared himself a* opposed 
to, divorce and gave his opinion that 
the bent solution of the. divorce prob- 
lem lay In abolishing the law which 
makes divorce possible. 


"There Is a broad latitude for the 


work of this organization In bringing 
about a uniformity of laws of the dif- 
ferent states without giving the gov- 
ernment increased power*," said Gov- 
ernor Marshall. "I have no llxea and 
definite opinions on what these laws 
should be, but there are many In which 
all the states could come together and 
thereby, abolish a tedious complica- 
tion of affairs of interstate legal pro- 
ceedings. 


"One 
o£ the greatest questions la 


that of divorce. There should be a 
uniform law of the land governing 
this'great bane of the twentieth cen- 
eury. I think that the divorce ques- 
tion should be 
settled 
forever by 


abolishlng the law granting legal sep- 
aration of married couples." 


Remembers His Profession. 


,.x'ifter making the above statement 
in all seriousness, the governor, re- 
membersing his profession, spoke In a 
jocular manner and saJd he would go 
back to the practice of law when he 
laid aside the governor's mantle and 
that he hoped th^re would still be 
some »,; r"t loft for the lawyers. 


"It is impossible to make a uniform 


cause for ' divorce action," 
said he, 


growing, serious again, "but we can at 
east make the length of residence, the 
aws affecting the rights of the legiti- 
mate 
child 
and 
making 
property 


rights uniform in all states." 


"A uniform law governing industrial 


accident, fixing a definite sum to be 
paid at a fixed period is much better 
:o the employer and the employe than 
endless litigation and a division with 
the lawyers at the end." 


Governor Marshall expressed him- 


self as being opposed to many of the 
measures advocated by the federation, 
among them being the uniform bill »I 
lading. He said that there was a vast 
body'Of statutory law which could be 
made similar ln:all the states, and at 
the same time give each state its sov- 
ereign right. 


Desire Uniformity of Law. 


The meeting was held In the state 


house and was attended by many cit- 
izens. A resolution was adopted ask- 


ing Governor Marshall'to appoint six- 
teen members of the executive com- 
mittee, to be added to the eight, ap- 
pointed several months ago. The pur- 
pose of the organization Is to bring 
about a uniformity of all laws which 
are not affected by politics, such as the 
laws controlling marriage and divorce, 
tax assessments, public roads. Insur- 
ance, wllli, deeds, pure food. Improve- 
ment of rivers and conservation of 
natural forests and many other sim- 
ilar laws. 


Ralph M." Easley, of New York, ac- 


companied by John Mitchell, former 
president of the United Mine Workers 
of: America, attended the meeting and 
made addressee. Mr. Eaaley answered 
many questions asked relative to the 
nature of the work of th« organlssa- 
lon. The two arc making a tour of 
he middle states and expect to com- 
ilete a state council In every state in 
ho union before the national meeting 
s called next December.
